SAE files suit against ASI Senate 
over football concessions contract

The ASI Senate is being sued 
under the charge of unlawfully awar- 
ding a concessions contract for 
Hornet football games to Kappa 
Alpha Psi (KAP) fraternity. Suit is be- 
ing field by Michael Menz, vice 
president of Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
(SAE), one of the bidders for the con- 
tract 

Menz charged that Willie Pelote, 
general council to ASI President 
Heyman Matlock and ASI Senator 
Joe Debbs voted without authority 
during an executive committee meet- 
ing last August when the recommen- 
dation for the concessions contract 
was made The Senate later con- 
firmed the committee recommen- 
dation 


“Willie Pelote and Job Debbs votec 


on the committee without any powers 
given by the ASC SUS..." says 
Menz According to Menz, Pelote 
voted in plate of Matlock, who was on 
vacation, and Debbs voted ‘in place 
of Pat Macias (ASI vice president) via 
a letter saying he could do all voting’ 
Menz contends that both these ac- 
tions were illegal under AS CS US 
constitution and statutes 
Further, only Pelote, Debbs, and 
AS! Senator Kevin Stevens voted dur- 
ing the Aug. 22 committee meeting 
“This is not the proper number for a 
quorum on voting,” says Menz 
According to Menz, SAE bid in 
writing, to provide 20 per cent of the 
football concessions to the AS! The 
contract was to sell hot dogs. cokes 
popcorn and candy bars. “We hac 
done concessions in the past,” says 
Menz, “we did the Turkey Bowl 
basketball concessians and also

Working on behalf of the human 
rights of Prisoners of Conscience, 
Amnesty International (Al), a world - 
wide itumanitarian organization, has 
recently established a local chapter in 
Sacramento 

Prisoners of Conscience are those 
individuals in various Countries being 
persecuted because of their race, 
religion or beliefs. Al seeks humans 
treatment of prisoners and their even- 
tual release by applying public pres- 
sure to their governments. This is 
done by letter writing, publicity cam- 
paigns, sending mission and trial 
observers and publishing special 
reports. 

Al Secretariat is based in London 
It has a staff of 40 researchers that 
carefully investigates cases of

Efforts to bring a local chapter to 
Sacramento were initiated by Dave 
Stoebel. current Sacramento Ai 
group leader Stoebel was an active 
member of the Al chapter in Davis 
Upon moving to Sacramento he 
accepted the responsibility of 
organizing a chapter here 

The group held two succecsfu! 
meetings with an attendance of ap- 
proximately 25 to 35 people Lou 
Cohan and Monsour Farhang, as 
sociate professors of government, are 
interested in seeing more student in- 
volvement. They would like to see a 
student Al group formed on campus 

Participation in Al can be made 
through numerous ways.

The Northern California Al groups 
are Currently engaged in a campaign 
protesting the violations of human 
rights of political prisoners in Pakis-

“Speaking as a 
Student,” Menz continued, “you have 
the potential of a $30,000 gross 
business, of which 25 per cent goes to 
the AS! Who wouid you rather have, 
an organization who showed they can 
do the job before. and had ex- 
pertenced manpower, or somebody 
who has neither done anything on 
campus.”

500 chanting, sign carrying demonstrators from all 
waiks of life marched from the Memoriai Auditorium to the 
general services building on Capitol Mall to “oppose 
racism’ and to consubstantiate in recognizing ‘the catas- 
trophical effects” of the Bakke Decision, should the US 
Supreme Court uphold the California Decision 

“We're here to oppose racism, the decision must be 
overturned, we know that a negative decision will greatly 
affect the programs won in the 60's.” said Alex Garza 
member of the National Committee to Overturn the Bakke 
Decision. Demonstrators of all races and ages, including 
smail children marching along side of their mothers, 
chanted “Hell no Bakke m ‘st go,” “Run Bakke, run, Third 
World is comin,” Third tis comin.” and “We won't go 
back to Jim Crow." The last chant refers to Jim Crow Law 
when blacks had “separate but equal” toilets, drinking 
fountains marked “for colored people” and were barred 
from “white only” toilets, drinking fountains or from sitting 
in the front of a bus 

Protesters carried signs proclaiming “84 for you. 16 for 
me, we don't call that equality Fight racism, overturn 
Bakke" “Adolf Bakke” “Coors supports Bakke” and 

Protect the chiidren 

The protest march was one of 16 held around the nation 
from Honolulu to Washington DC and the most en- 
thusiastic and largest iocal march against the California 
Supreme Court decision 

A long list of speakers lectured to the crowd who rallied 
at the general services building that the Bakke Decision 
will set social changes and affirmative action programs 
back 20 years throughout the nation 

Some of the more prominent speakers were Mayor 
Isenberg and Assemblyman Art Torres. “What happened 
'S we got lazy, we got satisfied, we stopped pushing. we 
thought the fight was over We can never stop pushing and 
working, we can't give up; Mayor Isenberg told the mar- 
chers at the rally, “the most difficult fight will be in the 
neighborhoods, thats where we must work against people 
who don't believe everyone is entitled to a job, decent 
housing, and health care and to be treated decently,’ 
Isenberg said 

Mayor Isenberg, troubled by those who think af 
firmative action hiring programs are giving minorities too 
much, said that such claims are ridiculous 


Allan Bakke, a 37 - year - old white engineer, applied to 
the University of California, Davis, medical school but was 
rejected twice and12 times from other medical schools 
Bakke sued the UC David medical school claiming he was 
the victim of “reverse discrimination.” He also claimed that 
his entrance exam scores were higher than those 
minorities who were admitted on a special admissions 
program. He also alleged that if not for the speciai ad- 
missions program he would have been admitted. He won 
in the California Supreme Court the nation’s highest 
court 1s scheduled to hear the case Wednesday 

Dee Brown, National Committee to Overturn the Bakke 
Decision moderator, said “it's ironic that the 14th 
amendment is being challenged on “reverse dis- 
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crimination, the very same amendment that won us our 
Civil rights. We see the power structure pitting 
against minority, women against minorities The working 
Class people are the new niggers’, in reality we are ail 
niggers’ at the expense of the rich and powerful The job 
shortage has been blamed on women, and minorities. in 
times of Crisis. we are the sacrificial lambs 

NCOBOD says there is documented proof to show 
that 50 per cent of the minority students admitted had test 
scores higher than Bakke. that 45 per cent of the admitted 
white students had test scores lower that Bakke that 
Bakke had applied and been rejected from 12 medica 
schoois (UCD, twice), that a UC Dean wrote Bakke a letter 
regarding admission to the schoo! saying that ‘when a 
person is over the age of 30, his age is a serious factor 
which must be considered,” and that Peter Storandt, aUC 
admissions officer, urged Bakke to sue UC and helped him 
to prepare his case 

Assemblyman Art Torres (D - Los Angeles) said the 
Supreme Court's ruling on Bakke “wiil be the most

Protesters comment 
on right to life issue 


Just about everything has been said about the Bakke 
Decision that could be said, but there are those whose 
Opinions never get printed. Here are some comments and 
reasons of those who participated in the march and rally 
on Saturday... 

Doug Reid, alumni of CSUS; “! support the concept of 
affirmative action. Racism divides one worker against 
another, | support worker control as a class tool. It is in 
everyone's interest to fight this. We live in a society of 
closed minds, the system does not open minds, the human 
brain is bombarded with junk, brain can’t question it.” 

Chris Bender, of CSUS Women's Studies department 
“We have to be socially responsible for everyone's 
education. It is going to affect one half on the working 
force in the U.S. When asked why she thought Rita Clancy 
was admitted to UC Med school, Ciiris replied, “They're 
trying to pit the white women’s movement against 
minorities.” Chris said this is another technique to divide 
peonie. “One of the frightening things (about the Califor- 
nia Vecision) is it takes the legal abitity to fight racism. no

should be here. We haven't been accustomed to the idea of 
mingling. We must break down barriers so we can have a 
mixture.” Baicar thought that Rita Clancy's admission to 
the UC Medical schoo! was, “a farce.” Whites are pitting 
white women against minorities. Baicar said Rita took the 
opportunity to “hook up with Alan Bakke.” 

She believes the U.S. Supreme Court will affirm Califor- 
nia's Supreme Court ruling. “If it'sa white maie court, they 
will pass it.” The reason the court will uphoid it is “for fear 


that white people will rise ug and protest just as third world

dling of the reassignment of former 
Dean of Students Norm Better to a 
position in the Counseling Center 
The UPC announced it will request 
Executive Vice President Lioyd 
Johns to launch a full investigation 
into the reassignment, and the cir- 
cumstances surrounding it 


UPC's recommendation was made 
after several of the organization's of- 
ficials met with three top CSUS ad- 
ministrators Sept. 20. At the meeting, 
the UPC officials were told that in 
President Bond's judgement, Better's 
appointment was an admininstrative 
reassignment, based on an evaluation 
of Better's professional competence 


Better according to the ad 
ministrators, /as noi granted tenure 
since he had permanent status with 
the university. Better, however has 
‘asked to be evaluated at the end of 
the year in seeking tenure 

UPC President John Henry ex 
plained that Better'’s new Student Af- 
fairs Office (SAO) position is 
technically academic However he 
said, Title 5 of the Education Code js 
not distinctly ciear on this, and 
sometimes reters to SAO positions as 
administrative’ 

According to Henry, standard 
tenure procedures such as a 
probationary period, and faculty

job layoff fear eased

Total CSUS enroliment hit a 
record 21,128 students this fall, 
President James Bond announced 
Thursday 

The fall enrotiment figure is an in- 
crease of 1,200 over the spring 1977 
total enroliment of 19,929. 

The increase should ease fears of 
possible layoffs which arose last year 
as a result of declining enroliments 
both last fall and spring. 

Chuck McFadden, Director of 
University Relations, said the 
previous record enroliment was in fall 
1975 with 20,800 students. 

In terms of Full Time Equivalent 
(FTE) students, CSUS enroliment 
totals 16,394 this fall. This represents 
an increase of 1,283 over last spring's 
15,511. 

FTE is a budgetary phrase that 
averages students and their unit 
loads, then expresses enroliment in 


terms of students taking full 
academic loads of 15 units per 
semester, 

The jump in enrotiment will 
generate an increase in the amount of 
State support that CSUS receives 

According to the Nationa! Center 
of Educational Statistics the CSUS in- 
crease is in keeping with the national 
trend that has overall college en- 
roliment up two and one - half per 
cent over last year.

Bakke 
case 


As the Bakke case rises to national prominance. both factions find 
themselves focusing great time and energy On one particular point and dis- 
missing another inherent problem. Why is it that with thousands of qualified 
applicants the system graduates so few physicians? 

We are led to believe that U.S heaith care is the best in the world. but is this 
really the case? Minorities claim that the quality of health care available to them 
is abominable, that they need specia! programs to train more doctors to work 
with them. In ail justice, they are right 

But whether you're white, black. brown. red. or yellow you re sure to need or 
have friends who need medical aid and yet, can't afford it Prominent business 
and labor leaders stress that soaring health care costs are a matter of national 
concern 

These leaders have offered ways to limit these soaring costs but none really 
addresses the problem directly They suggest that hospitals be reimbursed by 
insurers Or government on the basis of advance payments. This doesn't solve 
anything, it just puts the problem off for awhile They further suggest that 
malpractice rates for doctors be lowered and recommend that contingency 
fees, in which lawyers get a percentage. be eliminated This does nothing to aid 
the populace either, but it should benefit the medica! profession 

Senator Edward Kennedy is sponsoring a bill to limit the number of new 
hospitals to be built. He contends that one of the reasons for soaring health 
care costs is that there are too many hospital beds not being used. These empty 
beds, he says, drive up the cost of health care 

If you're ill or know Someone who s ill and can't afford care (we all do). you 
realize just how asinine these arguments are What it comes down to is that 
there are only a limited number of new doctors allowed to practice each year 
With this situation, doctors’ fees can't help but remain high. Even with the 
limited number of minorities allowed to enter medical school! (16 out of 100 at 
U.C. Davis) the situation will still remain. We wonder if these speciail admitees 
arent just given a license of wealth to keep the criticism down 

We are led to believe that the US, as the most advanced country in the 
world, has as many doctors as, or more doctors, than other countries. This is 
not the case. According to statistics from the World Health Organization. the 
U.S. is way down the list in that category 

You d be surprised at some of the other countries that have more physicians 
per patient than we do. With figures based on the number of physicians per 
10,000 inhabitants, the USSR. heads the list with 297 Israel has 297 
Czechslovakia 23.1, Argentina 22.1, Bulgaria 20 4, Hungary 218. Italy 199 
Greece 19.0, and believe it or not, Mongolia with 18 6 doctors per 10.000 The

inhabitant than Mongolia The question again arises how come we have so few 
doctors? ts it thatthe US medical community has a vested interest in keeping 
itself the highest paid profession? Or is that we haven't enough persons 
capable of becoming doctors? 

Rather than fight. yell and scream about how 16 places out of 100 are being 
utihzed. we would be better off questioning why nothing is done for the 


thousands of other qualified applicants

The Bakke decision is the most important legal issue facing third world 
people in this century Where Brown versus Board of Education and the Civil 
Rights Act stated the PRINCIPLE of equality. Bakke represents the practical! 
application of those principles Simply. itis amatter of whether anything will be 
done to end racial discrimination, or whether the Civil Rights Act will stand as 
lip service to the principle of equality 

Tomorrow, Wednesday Oct 12. theUS Supreme court will begin hearing 
the case of A Bakke. age 37, aeronautical engineer Bakke was refused ad 
mission to 11 various medical schools around California three separate 
times by UC Davis. After this third time. he brought his case to court Bakke 
claims that he was discriminated against because of his race and sex He 
contends that he is a victim of an oppressive establishment which 
systematically favors third worid peopie. women and the disadvantaged in 
general As a white male, Bakke felt he didn't stand a chance 

Many of those who support Bakke’'s position say they are all in favor of 
allowing third world peopie to enter medical school, but that affirmative action 
constitutes ‘reverse discrimination.” which is unfair to whites Along with this 
goes the mistaken belief that less - qualified or unqualified third world people 
are being admitted over whites in order to filla ‘quota "Onthe contrary, quotas 
are the best way to guarantee that minorities will always be oppressed 

Racism will not simply disappear with the passage of alaw Many have said 
Bakke should not be held responsible for the racism which existed in the past 
Weill, the issue is not over “past discrimination ” the issue is over what's 
happening right now Racism exists in every facet of American life In the 
educational system, this racism has been institutionalized toa point where al! 
the rules and all the criteria for measuring excellence are culturally and 
economically biased What is most important is which side of the tracks you 
were born on As the titie of the poem says, “Come to MY neighborhood and 
see if you can pass the test ” 

All people do not originate from the same starting point. nor do we have the 
same goals Doctors from the Asian community must be allowed to practice 
medicine there in a way which best suits the community But in a system 
created by and for the American Medica! Association andthe UC regents, what 
chance does a third worid student have of even entering medical school? Study 
after study proves that third worid peopie don't do as well under this system 
And study after study shows that people from white upper - middie class 
backgrounds do the best. Is this because children raised in an upper - class 
neighborhood are born smarter? ts it right for a system to be overwhelmingly 


white? A system which, do facto, excludes third world people is racist 


What is the purpose of granting a person a license to practice medicine? Itis 
certainly not to merely set someone up as a $52.000 - a - year independent con- 
tractor No Doctors are under a public trust They are responsible to the 
people, not to themselves. After all, our tax monies pay for their medical 
schools 

Unfortunately, many doctors from white middle class backgrounds often 
return to the community from which they came, just as most third world doc- 
tors return to ther communities to practice. So the rich white neighborhoods 
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have too many doctors, and many third world neighborhoods are woefully 
under - served This is not just. or fair, or logical, nor ts itgood economics The 
only thing itis is discriminatory Should the people be allowed to do something 
to provide adequate health care to our third worid communities? Or should the 
present situation be allowed to stand. as proof that America is still a racist 
nation? 

Third world people must not be forced to play the same game as the white 
upper class. There are just as many potential doctors among third world 
peoples, women and poor whites as there are in the white elite However 
because of cultural and economic bias and sexist bias, we in the third world 
cannot perform as well under the elitist rules in their game. If Bakke were a third 
worid person, with the outlook and experiences that entails, he would probably 
place among minorities where he places among whites Race MUST be used as 
a criteria for qualification, for the sake of those individuals in the third world 
who are qualified to be doctors, but who are nonetheless excluded under a 
racist system which stipulates that everyone must fit a white upper - income 
mold 

Third world medical students are not less qualified This isaracistlie Those 
white students who were rejected were not MORE qualified Third worid 
people DEMAND to be admitted Third world people will be admitted 








Open Letter to Mr. Craig Jones and

At CSU 
Fresno, the entire student 
government. not just individuals, 
made significant contributions to the 
Quality of student activities 

Mr. Jones states that. “at CSUS.

“I was born at 18 

People are ‘born’ at different ages, 
so they say Some are born with the 
discovery of Hari Krishna, some are 
born with discovering themselves, 
and then there are those who discover 
life through field hockey, (e.g CSUS 
coach Marilyn Frankel) 

Life for pre - Title IX (equal funding 
for men’s and women's sports) 
athletes in Los Angeles during the 
1960's wasn't a heck of alotoffun “At 
that time in LA all sports for women 
were very limited, we weren't allowed 
to do very much,” Frankel said “They 
(city school district) really held us 
back.” 

Frankel wasn't even introduced to 
the sport until late in high school 
when a coach showed her a hockey 
stick and told her," ‘If you're going up 
to Davis, you're going to have to learn 
how to play this game.’ | said ‘Why?’ 
And she answered, ‘Because that's all 
they play up there '

Taking her instructor's suggestion 
north, the Physical Education major 
inquired as to whether she should 
sign up for a field hockey class to 
learn the sport before trying out fora 
team. “Oh no, don't bother,” she was 
told, “just come out for the team.” 

During her four years at Davis, 
Frankel participated in the ‘oid 
standbys’ as well as hockey. But see- 
ing as how the need for “relatively 
short” setters, guards ("! was too 
short to play varsity basketball! so | 
played junior varsity, and | was the 
captain — at my height!” and first - 
basemen was not great (she also tried 
catching but left - handers are the ex- 
ception rather than the rule there) 
field hockey was pursued 

Frankel’s height — or lack of if — 
seems to be the story of her life. “| was 
always short as | remember. When 
everybody else was growing | can 
remember my doctor saying ‘You'll 
grow, you'll grow next year’ And 
it never happened.” 

Out of her determination to 
succeed in the new - found sport, 
Frankel developed a case of “hockey 
fever” for which there is no known 
cure. The only medication prescribed 
to keep it under contro! is more 
hockey, and the sunply is endless. 

Aside from her coaching duties 
here, the part - time faculty member

Playing club since graduating 
from Davis in 1970 many efforts were 
made towards trying out for a sec- 
tions team representing northern 
California Last summer, the center 
defense was picked for the Northern 
Calitornia Field Hockey Association s 
“B” team which eventually led toa five 
- week tour of New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia 

Frequently in sports a coach will 
blend into the environment during a 
game — mentally into it of course, but 
discreetly. Such is not the case with 
Marilyn Frankel 

Nervously pacing with the game's 
action up and down the sideline is the 
cheerleader - coach. Emotions range 
from a slight jump in the air over a 
good piay to dropping down on her 
knees over a controversial whistle 


You Can learn a lot since 1966, arid 
the now experienced eyes pick up a 
flaw in form or positioning from 50 
yards away amid a melee of flying 
skirts, sticks and a cluster of bodies 
The action is recorded ona portable 
cassette, almost as if each player on 
the field has a personal ear Ppiug to 
hear the constructive criticism 

Competition and winning are a 
part of the game. For this particular 
coach, however. there's more to it 

‘! think winning, of course, is im- 
portant. When you are playing a game 
the purpose is to perform so that you 
out perform the people you are play- 
ing against,” she philosophized “But 
winning per se is not everything.” 

‘| believe, strongly, there is a 
difference between ‘a means to an 
end, and an end in itself.’

In a sincere tone she continued. “If 
you 100k at Our won - loss record as a 
team we have many more losses than 
wins, and yet | think we are nota los- 
ing team at all. | think we are more 
together now than a team could be 
We are really working together and | 
think that is a ‘means to an end’ 

Concerning her role as a coach 
she said, “! try and give anything | can 
to any of my piayers. That is my pur- 
pose.” 

The future of quality field hockey 
innon - scholarships schools such as 
CSUS, UC Davis and CSU Chico is 
rather bleak according to Frankel. 
With scholarships being offered, 
talented players directly out of high 
schoo! will take advantage of them 
and go to those colleges or they may 
become frustrated competing for 
them and loose interest in the sport 
altogether 


In order for the Hornets to remain 
competitive “we have to provide op- 
portunities outside Our own league 
play,” Frankel said. “We have to 
travel. And in order to do so requires 
money, but being basically a non - 
money school we're in trouble.” 


You'd think in 11 years the “fever” 
might have cooled a bit -- no way 
Does Marilyn Frankel like field 
hockey?

Stolz. KWOD's owner, the station has, 
In its Nine months of operation made 

' Sacramento's audiophiles stop and 
take notice 

The 56,000 watt station is four - 
channel quadraphonic and broad- 
casts through a Dolby noise reduc- 
tion system which reduces 
background noise and hiss to a 
minimum The advanced Dolby 
equipment is only being used by 160 
of the countries 2.900 FM stations 

Not only is KWOD technically 
superior, Dut its jazz oriented. low 
profile disc jockey format is, ac- 
cording to station owner Stoiz, “filling 
a void in Sacramento area radio 
programming 

‘We are trying to communicate 
with the young professionals in Sac- 
ramento, Stolz said. “We feel KWOD 
1S providing Sacramento's decision 
makers with a new choice in contem- 
porary music 

Stolz at age 28 is perhaps the 
youngest radio station owner in the 
country After graduating from the 
University of California, Riverside in 
1970 where he built the campus radio 
station, Stolz went to work atKLUV a 
Los Angeles top 40 station 

In 1975 he was granted KWOD's 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission and immediately 
began KWOD's construction as he 
says, “from the ground up.”

Perry, one of the youngest major 
disc jockeys in the country, has been

He stumbled onto the stage, shuf- 
fling clown - like, in Nis baggy black 
“pants and brignt red shirt. He carried 
his guitar onto the Community 
Center Theater stage tentatively, 
almost as if he were unfamiliar with it 
Walking across to the kettle drums 
left by the opening act, he tapped one 
speculatively, then walked to the mic- 
rophone. 
“They play those?” he cracked 
“ Mike adjusted, guitar strapped ac- 
ross the barrel chest, clowning over. 
Barry McGuire swung into the first 
song of his free Saturday night Sac- 
ramento concert sponsored by 
Warehouse Ministries 
The first few songs, all somewhat 
difficult, except for the continuing 
strum of the 12 - string, guitar and the 
inevitable message about the love of 
Jesus Christ. These brought back to 
me memories of the ‘60's folk era 
(Pete Seeger, Baez, Buri Ives) and a 
group called the New Christy Minstrel 
Singers where this same gravel - 
voiced singer had made his first major 
appearance. They had one hit, 
“Green, Green,” and faded into 
national obscurity as a group. 
McGuire reappeared in the latter 
‘60's in a James Coburn movie, The 
President's Analyst, as the flowing - 
robed acid - popping, guru/lead 
Zinger of a soft - rock group that 
sheltered Coburn and tried to make 
‘him groovey. 
_ Around this same time McGuire 
pada solo hit with Eve Of Destruction,

Veterans Health care system 


Max Cleland, administrator of 
Veterans Affairs, announced last 
week he has strongly recommended 
to Congress that the Veterans Ad- 
ministration’s health care system 
remain intact 

The recommendation was con- 
tained in a ' 2sponse to a study by the 
National Academy of Sciences (NAS) 
which suggested the VA medical 
system be merged with the private 
sector 

‘The NAS report does not 
document a need for action of this 
kind of show that it could be ac- 
complished to the advantage of 
America's veterans,” Cieland said 

Terming the recommendation “un- 
founded and unrealistic,” Cleland 
said “| have reported to Congress that 
such a move would be tragic. We 
would be irresponsible if we agreedto 
x 

Cleland added, “We also oppose 
any such change because it would 
cost the taxpayers substantially more 
to care for veterans in the private sec- 
tor A new cost comparison study by

the VA shows that on the average 
acute medical and surgical carecosts 
10 per cent more in private hospitals 
than in the VA.” 

The NAS study, ordered by the 
93rd Congress tn 1973, took three 
years to compile and cost $6 million 
Legislation authorizing the study 
gave the VA 90 days to respond to 
recommendations of the NAS study 
committee The NAS made its report 
last June 

Nowhere in the NAS report 
Cleiand noted, “is there information 
that manifests clearly an ability or a 
desire on the part of the private sector 
to provide the comprehensive care 


that American veterans need and 
deserve " 

VA also said it bekeves no 
reassessment of the need for 


construction of eight new VA hos- 
pitals, approved by President Ford in 
1976, is required because there has 
already been adequate review The 
NAS study calied for a new review 


delivery of mental health care in the 
VA system. The VA response noted 
however, that there are “no easy 
solutions to problems in this field 
and the NAS recommendation must 
be approached realistically 

An NAS recommendatior » the 
quality of surgical care in psychiatric 
hospitals is based on obsolete in 
formation. the VA said VA has 
already closed surgical services in 
five such hospitals Throughout the 
VA system there are now onily four 
psychiatric hospitals with surgical 


services operating a total of 97 beds

recommendation that VA should be 
reimbursed by third - party ins: 'rers 
as a necessary first step to pr are 
the VA to participate as afullpro ider 
under any program of national health 
insurance.

As our alien craft travels through 
the vastness of space, past star - filled 
galaxies, nebulae and exploding 
suns, we Catch sight of the Milky Way 
In the far edge of the Milky Way lies ar 
8,000 mile piece of dust known as Ear- 
th, mur immediate destination. 

Such is the perspective which 
Professor Robert Christopherson 
provides audiences of his lec- 
ture/slide presentation “Spaceship 
Earth: A Look at Earth Through the 
Eyes of Aliens.” 

The idea of viewing Earth (a proper 
noun, says Christopherson) as aliens 
is to obtain an objective, naive 
perspective about ourselves and our 
planetary home. The alien scientists 
are eventually to return home and 
report their findings to their com- 
rades. Thus, they observe the 
functioning systems of energy, air, 
water and land supporting life on Ear- 
















health 


care system 


One of the first things the aliens 
notice and examine is that all life anc 
almost al! motion comes from the 
energy of their star, a sun some 
93,000,000 miles away 

If the earthlings are to survive, as 
Christopherson further notes, the sun 
must do work. The sun must “provide 
heat, create wind, bring rain, anc 
provide fuel for plants’ 

Pollution and poor planning 
however, are Causing these systems 
to fail. Solar energy is reaching less 
and less of the farmabie lands. Chris- 
topherson says that the Americar 
continent has a “relative scarcity o! 
arable lands” and yet we find the ear- 
thlings choosing to live on and pollute 
these very same lands instead of u3- 
ing them wisely. These lands are the 
oniy practical medium,  Chris- 
topherson points out, by which the 


- earthlings can convert solar energy 


into food. 

_ “We would hope that the earthlings 
would be making efforts to preserve 
and protect the farmabie lands and 


mot selling out to some interest and 


losing them,” Christopherson added 
High property taxes are forcing 
rs to sell fertile land to housing 
dpers, thus wasting it. This in-

The alien leader states with disgust 
that very efficient rapid rail services in 
both Los Angeles and Sacramento 
were scrapped in the 1940's aftér be- 
ing bought by subsidiaries of General 
Motors, Firestone Tire and Rubber, 
and Standard Oil. “Not too hard to 
figure out,” gibes Christopherson 

Flashed upon the screen are 
scenes of L.A., Chicago, Oakland, 
and other cities enclosed within their 
blanket of industrial and automobile 
pollution. Contrasting these views is 
the georama of Earth's incredible 
beauty: tumbling waterfalls, rolling 


prairies, shadowgraphed canyon 
wails. “tiow,” asks the confused 
stranger, “are we ever going to be 


able to go back to our home planet 
and express that these two divergent 
scenes could exist on the same 
planet, produced and maintained by 
the same earthlings?” 

The aliens recognize, however, 
that even though factories are doing 
tremendous harm to the environment 
they can't simply be shut down. 
Economic chaos would result. Says 
Christopherson, “i guess they're go- 
ing to have to get together — 


cooperate and somehow synthesize. 


the economic and ecological systems 
~~ maybe force it through the par- 
ticipatory governmental system.” 

Failure to bring about this 
synthesis will result in a break in the 
“ecological chain of survival,” and 
could make Earth infertile and 
uninhabitable 

Such measures must be equally 
applied to the water systems of Earth.

Take 
samples back to high school chermis- 
try classes.”
